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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to the use of a stem loop type probe for detection of nucleic acids 
where the stem loop probe is altered prior to detection and the altered probes are not 
detected. The primary cited prior art is that of Tyagi, who teaches molecular beacons 
which meet the structural constraints of the claim. However, the substantive art of Tyagi 
teaches away from the claim as amended, because the entire point of the Tyagi 
molecular beacons is that there is no need to remove the altered probes. Therefore, in 
view of the teaching away of Tyagi and the amendment in which the structured probes 
must be altered but altered probes not be detected, the claimed invention is novel and 
unobvious over the cited prior art.
